W ashington, June 2.5.—The proposi­ 
tion to attack the coast of Spain Itself, 
w hile not having progressed to any 
definite stage, has been subjected to 
som e earnest discussions In adm inis­ 
tration circles, though It has gained no 
serious attention in dellbratlons of the 
cabinet as a body. 
T he plan as Informalftv discussed 
looks to the taking of a number of our 
first-class battleships w ith a sufficient 
flotilla of colliers and supply vessels 
and making war on the large cities 
alon g the Spanish coast. 
In this coneciion the statem ent of a 
cabinet official today that he favors 
an early ordering of about 10 of our 
v essels o f‘first rating w ith orders to 
carry what will be 
needed in the 
course of 
long a journey, to be 
taken away from our fleet In Cuba and 
sen t direct on this m ission, is slgni- 
cant. 
He said he believed that until 
som e such work is done by our forces 
the government of Spain will fail to 
appreciate the resources of the gov­ 
ernm ent with w^hich she is at war. 
W hile earnestly discussed no pro­ 
ject of this nature has yet been laid 
bf^fore the official fam ily of the presi­ 
dent. This action If It w ere taken at 
all would involv'e the view that the 
v'essels could easily be spared from 
Cuban waters, and som e members of 
the administration have no hesitation 
In saying they m ight !#■ easily spared 
before long without detrim ent to our 
cam paign in Cuba. 
W ith reference to H avana It has 
been suggested that our troops sur­ 
round the city and take possession of 
the highlands so a s to cover every 
point of approach and conduct a 
peaceful selge. The plan is yet ten­ 
tative. 
It would do aw ay with the 
large fatalities that m ust necessarily 
follow an attem pted im m ediate cap­ 
ture of the Spanish citadel and ahso 
•wQuld locate our troops In . more 
healthful regions. Probably not less 
than 75,000 
men would be 
needed 
should this plan be adopted. 
W hile 
the administration hdS not evc.-mvich 
confidence In getting great assistance 
from Cuban forces th ey could be 
counted on to some extent.

S o w W illiam F a F o o l G ot th e T itle o t 


K in g o f T vetot. 


Gerald B renan w rites for St. Nicholas 
an article on ‘‘The Kingdom of Y vetot." 
A fter telling of the baro facts of history to 
be gathered from legal papers Mr. Bronan 
says: 
Now for tradition os unearthed by M. 
d’H auterivo from m any a m usty tom e or 
taken down by the good euro of the village 
from the lips of old parishioners. 
This 
"A nsfred, styled ‘le drolo,’ or ‘the hum or­ 
ous,’ ’’ was, it seems, none other th an Wil­ 
liam I ’s court Jester, and his stone image, 
In cap and bctls arrayed, stood in the d in ­ 
ing hall of the Chateau d ’Y vetot u n til 
those terrible fellows, the povolutionary 
soldiers, puUed down both house and 
Btatiie. 
Those who love to stray In history’s by­ 
ways w ill rem ember th a t w hen W illiam 
the Conqueror landed 
the E nglish coast 
he tripped and fell w ith extended arm s 
upon tho strand. 
Most of his followers 
would have regarded this as a bad omen 
had not the monarch, w ith ram prosenoe 
of m ind, quieted their fears by exclaim ing 
th a t he was “ graeping the soil of E ngland 
in his arm s." 
Now, tradition In Yvetot 
has it th a t the person who whispered this 
cunning reply into the ear of the prostrate 
W illiam was our w itty acquaintance, the 
court Jester Ansfred. 
When England had been won, the story 
goes th a t the king remembered his hum ­ 
ble Jester’s tim ely w hisper and, calling to 
him to the foot of the thronOf bade hkn 
ask a boon by way of reward. 
Ansfred 
Jestingly replied, ‘‘Ah, m y good king, I 
have an am bition too lofty for you to 
gratify!" 
Greatly piqued a t this speech, even from 
such a privileged joker as his ‘‘court fool," 
W illiam insisted upon know ing W hat tho 
am bition was which the sovereign of E ng­ 
land and Normandy oould not m ake good, 
whereupon, jiiigllng his golden bells gay- 
ly, A nsfred said: "In soott, friend W’il- 
11am, I (ftslre to become a king, like your­ 
self. 
N othing less can satisfy m e." 
A t this tho nobles of the court set up a 
m ighty shout of laughter, looking upon 
tho affair as another of A nsfred’s sallies, 
b u t tho king laughe*! loudor than them 
alL 
Recovering from his m irth, he cried 
out: "A nsfred shall have his wish. When 
we get ba(^ to Normandy, we w ill give 
him a kingdom of his ow n." Then, sum - 
m onlhg his chaboellor, ho dem anded tho 
nam e of " th e very last place In all his do­ 
m inions, the m ost barren and waterless 
waste in bis possession." 
The chancellor 
consulted his great books and found th at 
the last place m entioned was tho ham let 
of Yvt tot. Moreover, this ham let stood in 
tho treeless, sjBingless plain of Canx and 
was an extraordinarily desolate spot, littlo 
thought of by the a b h ^ of 8 t. Wandrillo, 
to whose m onks it belonged. 
W illiam laughed again when ho heard 
of Yvetot, and in pursuance of his pledge 
w hen he returned to N orm andy ho took 
Y vetot away trcun 
abbey and gave It 
to Ansfred, the jo si^ . 
In the nearby vil­ 
lage of Bolbec, am id great m errim ent, 
A nsfred was form ally ororwhed " k in g of 
Y vetot." 
Everybody looked on the coro- 
nation as a Joke—everybody b u t A nsfred 
himself. 
As was often the case w ith these 
jesters, the folly of th is ‘‘fool” was only 
on the exterior. 
No sooner had ho acquir­ 
ed possession of his sm all kingdom than 
he built him self a tow er there and sot 
about planU ng the wastes around. 
The 
trees grew, b u t K ing Ansfred oould th in k 
of no plan th a t would siqjply Y vetot w ith 
Water. 
Always, till he d ie^ A nsfred re­ 
tained the title of “ k in g ,” and, W illiam 
the Conqueror’s sonsbcingbusy w ith th eir 
wars, none tried to take it from him. 
A nsfred’s son and heir, Richard, second 
king of Yvetot, w ent to tho crusades in 
109(1 and fought w ith great bravery.

In sta lla tio n o f I t s K in d In A m erica. 
H op es an d F e a r s F o r C om pressed A ir. 


NKW York, J u n e 26.—[Special.]—A day 
or tw o ago I had som ething to say about 
tho erection of a p lan t to furnish oom- 
pressed air for one of the cross tow n street 
railroad lines here. 
Today I am able to 
give some hitherto unpublished particu­ 
lars, which m ay prove w orth w hile In view 
of the general publlo Interest in u rb an 
traction. 
To bofi*a w ith, tho compressing m a­ 
chine w ill bo a m onster, by far the la r­ 
gest in tho U nited States, and not m uch If 
a t all Inferior to tho oompressot's used to 
pack away atm osphere for the propulsion 
of street cars In Paris. The steam engine, 
form ing p art of tljp compressor, w ill be of 
1,000 horsepower when ru n n in g on 150 
pounds of steam a t 40 revolutions a m in ­ 
ute. 
Its power may be largely Increased, 
since It is being b u ilt to m ake 75 revolu­ 
tions if necessary. Those who understand 
som ething of steam engineering w ill be 
Interested in know ing th a t It w ill be of 
the compound type, w ith vertical cylin­ 
ders of 60 inch stroke. 
The big flywheel 
w ill be 22 feet in diam eter and its w eight 
w ill bo 62>^ tons, or rather more th an 
the avem ge locomotive. 
The valves w ill 
bo of the Corliss cu t off typo. 
Tho air 
pum ping cylinders w ill bo four in n u m ­ 
ber and a t each revolution of tho engine 
they w ill deliver 50 cubic feet of air crow d­ 
ed down to tho enorm ous pressure of 0,500 
pounds to the square inch, about 80 tim es 
the ordinary steam pressure m aintained 
in a locomotive boiler. 


An E xp en siv e E x p erim en t. 


The friends of compressed air under­ 
stand full well tim t the installation of this 
plant and tho use of their favorite m otor 
power on one of the cross tow n lines wiU 
be really nothing more th an an experi­ 
m ent. 
Yet, os it w ill cost $100,000 or 
more to try it and tho bills w ill bo paid by 
tho enorm ously 
w ealthy 
M etropolitan 
Traction company, they feel sure its trial 
w ill bo fair and exhaustive and th at suc­ 
cess w ill bo reached If such a thing bo 
possible. 
It is now nearly 80 years since the first 
trial of compressed a ir was made on the 
elevated railroad. Like every other m otor 
save steam th at has ever been tried on the 
rails of Uncle R ussell Sago’s road, pneu­ 
m atic traction a ir failed utterly there, and 
the same may bo said of all the m any ex­ 
perim ents th a t have been made since. The 
m ost exhaustive trials ever made hero 
were entered into tw o or throe years ago 
on the One H undred and Twenty-fifth 
street line. They lasted a year or more, or 
u n til tho corporation m aking them —not 
tho railroad company—had sunk all its 
available cash. 
Then, as the company 
could not be prevailed upon to adopt the 
now traction, the scheme was abandoned 
and tho oars were tak en off. 
B ut the conditions surrounding the 
com ing trial w ill be different and more 
favorable. 
In the case of the One H u n ­ 
dred and Twenty-fifth street line tho road 
was already equipped w ith cable traction 
which worked to the satisfaction of its 
owners. 
A change would have involved 
great expense w ithout apparently corre­ 
sponding advantages. 
The M etropolitan 
Traction company, however, is in sore 
need of a new system for a part of its 
work. 
Tho cable Is all rig h t for long, 
nearly straig h t lines, doing enorm ous busi­ 
ness, like the Broadway road, and the de­ 
pressed trolley is even better. B u t the cable 
is out of the question for tho short and 
crooked cross tow n lines, and the overhead 
trolley is forbidden by law, and w hile the 
depressed trolley w ould w ork all rig h t on 
these lines Its Installation w ould be v ir­ 
tually impracticable, both because of Its ex-1 
pense and for other Im portant reasons. 


N o T o rn U p Streets. 


The m ost serious draw back lies in the 
fact th at depressed trolley Installation 
w ould involve tearing up tho streets in 
preparation. 
It was bad enough w hen 
Broadway, the Bowery and Third avenue, 
Fourth and Madison avenues and other 
north and soutlPthoroughfares wore to m 
up for the cable and the trolley. 
Street 
traffic was disorganized for m onths in 
some cases, and the com plaints of tho 
business m en along tho lines were both 
loud and deep. B u t even w hen Broadway 
was affected the resulting Inconvenience 
and loss wore sm all compared to w hat they 
would bo were the streets, through which 
the chief cross tow n lines pass to bo to m 
np. 
In Buoh circum stances traffic on ev­ 
ery one of tho m ain arteries of the tow n 
w ould bo interrupted, whereas only one 
a t a tim e w as interfered w ith w hen tho 
cable and the depressed trolley wires were 
laid. 
I t Is not denied, however, th a t the ques­ 
tion of relative expense Is an im f)ortant 
one, oven w ith so w ealthy a corporation 
os the M etropolitan Traction comi)any, 
and the saving in first cost of a comprt'ssoti 
a ir plant compared w ith th at of a cable or 
electrio p lan t is very great. 
Tho expense 
of the engines and boilers for pneum atio 
traction w ill be about tho same, of course, 
b u t the cost of the compressor will probably 
bo less than th a t of dynamos. Tho motors 
for the oars w ill vary little in cost from 
elootrlo motors, b u t there w ill bo no sub­ 
ways to build and no cables or trolley oon- 
dnctors or feed wires to m aintain. 
More- 
oveis a breakdown a t tho central power 
station, unless long unrepaired, need not 
Interfere In the least w ith the operation of 
the road, since once its I’eservoirs ore filled 
wdth packed air each car w ill be capable 
of ru n n in g on its own hook for 15 miles 
a t least. 


P o ssib ilities o f E x p an sio n . 
T hat cars can be operated through this 
agency no one doubts. The only points at 
issue are economy of operation and suffi­ 
cient sim plicity of construction to enable 
tnotorm cn of average Intelligence to stop, 
•tart, revereo and control the air engine 
w ithout delay or sacrlfloo of safety. 
In 
th is connection It should be born in m ind 
th a t as the air m otor m ust bo b u ilt on 
practically the same model as the stejiin 
engine its mechanism cannot be nearly so 
simple as th a t of a rotary electric motor. 
N aturally, however, many ingenious 
m inds have been busy for years devising 
forms and appliances to simplify tho han ­ 
dling of the a ir motor, and it is confidently 
believed by those m ost interested th a t tho 
chief difficulties in tho way have now been 
overcome. If this bo trno, it only rem ains 
to be dem onstrated th a t cars can be moved 
fts economically by air as electricity to in ­ 
sure tho Introduction cf the new m otor on 
all tho Now Y ork lines n o t now using the 
cable or tho trolley. 
Compressed air w ill bo used on tho 
T w enty-third street lino first. 
There w ill 
be 20 ears.

Hailroads and War Tax. 


The railroads will be very materially 
affected by the operation of the new war 
tax measure, for among the taxes levied 
nnder it are the following: On each bill 
of lading, manifest or shipping receipt, 
one cent; on each warehouse receipt, 25 
cents; on each export bill of lading, 10 
cents; on each seat sold in a palace or 
parlor car, stam p to be affixed to the 
ticket, one cent. These revenue regula­ 
tions will make considerable extra work 
for the employes in the freight and ticket 
deparments. 
For every package or parcel sent by 
freight a shipping receipt must bo far- 
Dished, with a stam p affixed, which must 
also be properly canceled. 
This will 
cause loss of time and much annoyance 
and inconvenience in a heavy business, 
such as is done in the local freight offices. 
The eastern railroads will be inconven- 
ced riith er more than those West, as the 
business here is to a great extent in the 
shipment of freight in small packages, 
and less in carloads than in the West.

T H E B E E H I V E . 


Bees should have access to an abundanoo 
of honey producing plants. 
Avoid blowing your breath among the 
beos while handling the comb. 
It will save muoh loss of bees if the 
grass is kept down around tho hives. 
Basswood is one of the best honey pro­ 
ducers for the 6hort time it is in bloom. 
Bees use a good deal of water in the 
production of food and the secretion of 
wax. 
If moths once get a footing in tho hives, 
tho colonies will be destroyed in a short 
time. 
Most swarms will quietly settle within 
a short distance of their hives without 
any help. 
The hives should bo examined and the 
honey extracted as soon as the combs are 
sealod over. 
Usually it is not profitable to allow a 
queon to remain in a colony longer than 
about two years. 
A beehive should be approached from 
the side or rear 60 as not to disturb the 
flight of the bees. 
There must be promptness in putting 
on surplus boxes or sections whenever the 
hives become crowded with bees. 
Remove all combs from the brood cham­ 
bers not absolutely necessary for brood­ 
ing purposes.—St. Louis Republic.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Matting In Flaoe of Wall Paper—How 
to Preserve R hubarb-A Fold­ 
ing Sachet. 


W all paper is probably not doomed— 
it would take som ething of a revolution 
in house decoration ideas to bring that 
about— but it has a rival in the affec­ 
tions of the people who w ant something 
unique in tho rooms of their new houses. 
This rival is mattings, especially Chi­ 
nese mattings, and the idea is to cove» 
n w all from floor to ceiling w ith them. 
Nothing of this sort has ever been sug­ 
gested by the decorators before, though 
strips of matting have often been used 
as friezes, and even as dados. To cover 
every inch of tho four walls of a room 
w ith m atting is a distinct novelty in the 
fceautifying of rooms, however, and 
where it has been tried it has been hail­ 
ed as a great success. 
A special grade and special design of 
mattings are, of course, used, as the or­ 
dinary variety would present no attrac­ 
tiveness on a wall. 
In every case pat­ 
terns th at show extremely large figures 
are tho thing. 
Diam onds and stars are 
in high favor and squares and blocks 
made to imitate carpet designs have 
hardly less popularity. 
In all there are a dozen or more new 
and fresh patterns peculiarly adapted to 
nailing up on walls. Red and white and 
green and w hite are the colors that ara* 
used. 
The blue and white matting haa* 
not oomo into vogue yet for wall deco­ 
ration, though it m ay appear any time. 
These mat tings aro iaid on in strips 
across the walls, not up and down. 
It 
should be remembered th a t tbo ordinary 
floor m attings would not be at all the 
thing ou walls, says the New York Her­ 
ald, and that only the special varieties 
m entioned should ever bo used. 
W ith 
the proper m atting laid on skillfully 
there is an adm irable background for 
any kind of pictures, and a room is 
mado th a t w ill seem delightfully cool 
in tho hottest sort of weather. 
F or a m atting w alled room window 
shades of m atting of the same kind or 
a t least of a harm onious pattern should 
be used. 


T h e T ro lle y B u zz.

You know the sound 
of the trolley, the bz-z-z-z that begins low 
and rises gradually as tho car increases in 
speed, keeping a uniform tone when the 
oar is running at uniform speed, and thou 
doclining again as the car runs slower and 
stopping when tho oar stops? They say 
there are people who travel regularly on 
the trolleys who hear this sound all the 
time wherever they are, except when they 
aro usleep. They oall this having the trol­ 
ley buzz. 
“ I never had the trolley buzz, but the 
trolley cars sometimes do me a great deal 
of good. 
They cure mo of headache, 
I 
work here n\J day. keeping very busy, and 
sometimos when I start home at night I 
have a hard headache.

How to Preserve Rhubarb. 
W ith the wholesome rhubarb now ail 
its best, tho housekeeper will find it t» 
her advantage not oitly to make much 
present uso of it, but to store it Up for 
coining days. 
Rhubarb canned with 
equal quantities of pineapples and cran­ 
berries is recommended as a delicious 
oombi nation. 
Pale green and pink ef­ 
fects for the popular “ color teas” may 
be obtained by canning pineapples when 
young and tender with the skin on. 
A 
good jelly not familiarly known can be 
mado of pioplant. VTash the stalks thor­ 
oughly—but do not peel—and cut into 
inch pieces. Put in the preserving ket­ 
tle w ith just enough water to cover and 
boil to a soft pulp. 
Strain through a 
jelly bag. To each pint of the juioe al­ 
low a pound of sugar and have the sugar 
heated through before adding to the hot 
juice, which should have been allowed 
to boil 20 minutes. 
As soon as the sugar is dissolved 
withdraw the spoon. 
Roll the jelly 
cups or glasses in hot water, then fill 
w ith the jelly. It is now claimed by 
chemists that light is a powerful agent 
in fermentation, and for that reason 
bowls or cups are now largely used in 
place of glasses. Seal the bowls of jelly 
w ith writing paper, using the white of 
an egg for mucilage. An extra precau­ 
tion is a layer of cotton wadding tied 
closely over tho top. As long as this re­ 
m ains intact it is a certain preventive 
of the entrance of germ nre.

W hen a farm er buys a gold brick he 
th in k s lie is buying gold and he aw akens 
to iind th a t he has brought brass. 
In 
th is case the p u rch asers th o ught they 
w ere buying a m achine into w hich they 
p u t lead and drew out counterfeit nick­ 
els. E xperim ents show th a t the nickels 
a re not lead, b ut genuine, and the would- 
be counterfeiter learns th a t if he w ants 
th e m achine to yield anything he m ust 
“load'* it w ith nickels first.

T he m achine will not m ake anything. 
I t w as not m an u factu red for th a t p u r­ 
pose. 
It is a bluff m achine. The m en 
w ho sell the m achines “load” a cylinder 
w ith genuine coins ju st before the pros­ 
pective custom er arriv es on the scene. 
W hen he gets th e re a piece of lead is 
dropped into a slot, and then a lever is 
turned. 
Then, lo and behold, a nickel 
as bright, a.-» ever tu rn ed out of the m int 
drops into a pan. 
The prospective cu s­ 
tom er is invited to turn the lever to 
show how easy it is to m ake m oney. He 
presses the lever u ntil he gets tired, and 
th en counts up 50 nickels w hich he has 
m ade. He does not know th a t th e m a­ 
chine is "loaded,” and, of course, does 
not see any bunco gam e. 
AH he sees 
Is a piece of lead dropped into a slot in 
the side of a square box, and w hen he 
h as pressed the lever, sees a coin drop 
out. 
In Is alleged th a t some people paid 
$200 and others $400 for the m achine.

T here w asn’t a bit of hayseed in the 
b a ir of these m en w ho gave their good 
m oney for a nickel m achine, but on the 
co n trary they are ju st the kind of men 
who are on the lookout for victim s of the 
v erd an t v ariety . 
T hey w ere not only 
w iling to sw indle others, but did not 
resp ect even Uncle Ham and his m ints 
for coining money. 
They th o u g h t they 
saw a good thing and knew it w hen they 
saw it,and are now poorer and som ew hat 
w iser men. 
No one should have sym ­ 
p a th y for them an d it w ould be a good 
th in g if a list of th eir nam es could be 
posted in som e publte place to w arn the 
w orld th a t they a re m en w illing to tu rn 
• u t a dishoqpst dollar every tim e they 
g e t a chance. 
T he tw o R ussian sw in­ 
dlers will probably be punished, but 
th e y are h ardly m ore guilty th a n th e 
m en they so cleverly took in w ith their 
nickel m achine.

The blood of a person getting a suffi­ 
ciency of pure air tingles to the tips of tho 
lingers and toes, an d the elim ination of 
waste m atter in the food is muoh nearer 
perfection. 
One should breathe deeply and fully, 
otherwise tho lu n g s’ apex im prisons a 
stagnant p<x>l of air, soon filled w ith dust 
and organism s of all kinds and forms an 
excellent germ breeder. 
Most people have hollows above their 
collar bones, which is wrong. 
The apex 
of tho lungs should project up into th at 
space and fill it pretty nearly full, m aking 
an alm ost even surface with the neck. 
A m an using his muscles dem ands more 
food than an inactive one, but, ow ing to 
tho increased circulation of the blood 
through the muscles and to the increased 
supply of oxygen, there w ill be better 
m anufacture of gastric and other digestive 
juices and better digestion, absorption 
and assim ilation.

Ganas o f Fishhooks. 
The man who fishes meroly to catch 
fish, and it is a regrettable fact that 
there is such a person, generally uses 
the greatest number of hooks and lines 
that he can look after, regardless of the 
law. 
Ho is tho man who goes into the 
fishing tackle stores hunting for the 
“ most deadly" baits. 
He is the man 
who goes trolling for pickerel with a 
gang of hooks that paralyzes the fish 
that seizes the bait, while the frog that 
ho oasts for bass bristles with enongh 
hooks to start a small taeklo shop. 
A 
sportsman, tho man who fishes for love 
of tho sport and to whom a largo catch 
to take home is only a secondary mat­ 
ter, is usually satisfied with a single 
hook for each fly on his cast or a single 
hook through the lips of the frog he is 
using as a bait for bass. If a man can­ 
not hook and land a black bass on a 
single hook, he should not be allowed 
to fish. 
It can be done, and he should 
bo made to learn how to do it. One fish 
caught iu this way is worth a dozen 
that have swallowed a gang of hooks 
and which have thus been severely 
handicapped in their struggles to get 
away. In oertain waters “ gangs of 
hooks” are forbidden, and it would not 
be a bad idea if their use should be uni­ 
versally forbidden, save for such fish as 
cannot be secured in any other way.—

sisters have alw ays been m ost success­ 
ful in tho p lanning fo r and train in g of 
children, an d th is y e a r’s exhibit show s 
still g re a ter triu m p h s for them . 
It is in terestin g to note th e changes 
th a t have been m ade in m ethods since 
the last exhibit of th e school. T his is 
th»* th ird event of its kind, 
but 
la st 
y e a r it w as om itted on account of the 
jubilee. T he 
rapid 
developem ent 
in 
school m ethods m akes 
each 
exhibit 
show m arked ch an g es over th e one b e­ 
fore. The m ost conspicuous featu re of 
the present exhibit is tin* use of pic­ 
tu re s and d raw in g in every b ran ch of 
stu d y . Not only ur-* the exhibits 
of 
draw in g and p a in tin g a rran g d am ong 
the o th er exhibits, producing a d elig h t­ 
ful a rtistic effect fo r th e whole, b u t 
he so called “d ry " b ran ch es of stu d y 
them selves are so illu strate d by 
th** 
pupils as to p resen t alm ost th e a p p ear­ 
ance of an a m a te u r a r t gallery. V ery 
am a te u r it is for th e earlier grad es,b u t 
considering th e ag e of th e pupils, the 
w ork is asto n ish in g to those of 
th»» 
older generation w ho w ere educated 
before m odern Ideas m ade d raw ing of 
alm ost equal value w ith w riting. 
Since th** last exhibition also the v e r­ 
tical style of w ritin g h as been In tro ­ 
duced into the low er grades, and it is 
safe to say th a t nev er before have such 
excellent exhibitions 
of 
penm anship 
been show n in th is city fo r pupils of 
the youngest school age. T he sisters 
have w isely refrain ed from try in g 
to' 
have the older pupils, who first learned 
the oblique w riting, ehange th eir style, 
b u t som e of the pupils h ave tried 
to 
change 
of 
th e ir 
ow n 
accord, 
and 
have succeeded v ery well. 
It is also 
in terestin g to notice th a t som e pupils, 
w hom the siste rs say w ere poor w riters 
und er the old style, h av e been ta u g h t 
the vertical w ritin g w ith excellent re ­ 
sults. 
A nother new fe a tu re w hich h as re ­ 
cently been added is the 
lab o rato ry 
w ork In chem istry. 
L ab o rato ry tables 
w ith all th e Im provem ents have been 
p u t in, and th is the older pupils, chem ­ 
istry being a senior y e ar study, have 
found a m ost valu ab le feature. 
T he exhibition occupies th»» recitation 
room s of th e school building, and 
is 
well arran g ed to en ab le tho visitor to 
com pare th e productions of d ifferen t 
grad es in each stu d y . The exhibits in 
com position 
and w ritin g occupy a l­ 
m ost ati en tire room . 
The exhibits in 
w ritin g is begun in the k indergarten, 
and some of th e little tots can produce 
a le tter th a t in legibility a t least, com ­ 
p ares favorably w ith m an y an older 
person. 
M ost of 
th e 
k in d erg arten 
w'ork, how ever, is of course w ith Color­ 
ed paper, w eaving, an d th e form ing of 
designs w ith colored candies. In 
this 
first grade th e pupils begun to bri*-**- 
In pictures, highly colored ones p referr 
ed an d W’rite sh o rt com positions on the 
ideas suggested. T his kind of w ork is 
kep t up w ell into th e h ig h er grades, 
grow ing in in tellig en t selection and ex­ 
cellence of expression a t each step. In 
the second grad e th e pupils learn 
to 
w rite letters an d ad d ress envelopes. 
It 
would do th e h e a rts of th e postal 
a u ­ 
th o rities good to see som e of th e la tte r, 
and th e dead le tte r office could safely 
be done aw ay w ith if all received such 
training. 
N ew ideas are show n th ro u g h o u t ^he 
exhibits in geography. 
M ap draw ing 
is an Im p o rtan t featu re, and it is not 
the hazy-outlined, ch a racterless m ap 
d raw in g of a gen eratio n ago. The p u ­ 
pils begin w ith the m ap of the 
state, 
learning firnt about v h u t is near home, 
and then go up to m ap s of th e country 
and th e continents. 
M any of the m aps 
have pasted on them sam ples of th»? 
n a tu ra l p roducts,each In its proper sec­ 
tion of the country, such as coal,w heat, 
and cótton. 
W here the product w as 
not available, or w ouldn’t stick, th»» 
nam e 
is printed. 
M an u factu res 
a re 
also show n in this w ay, and on the m ap 
of M assachusetts, N o rth 
A dam s 
is 
show n by th e w ord “shoes,” a bit 
of 
cotton cloth. 
P ittsfield, by the way, is 
not on this m ap. 
Physical geography, 
w ith relief m aps, occupy th e higher 
grades, and lette rs a re w ritten describ­ 
ing different fe atu re s of th e co u n try 
W hile draw in g is done by th e pupils 
of all grades, d raw in g from th e object 
is not begun until th e fifth grade. H ere, 
how ever, th e previous tra in in g to eye 
and hand is evident, fo r im provem ent 
is rem ark ab ly rapid, an d by the sixth 
an d seventh grad es th e pupils are p ro ­ 
ducing p ictu res of pressed flowers and 
ob jects of all kinds 
th a t 
evidences 
g re a t n a tu ra l 
ab ility 
coupled 
w ith 
carefu l practice. W a te r color w ork is 
also a prom inent an d strik in g feature, 
In h istory th ere are m aps and d raw ­ 
ings th a t illu strate every period. 
One 
of th e m ost in te re stin g groups Is th a t 
of P resid en t M cK inley and his cabinet, 
each being rep resen ted by a p o rtra it 
w ith a short essay. 
H alf histo ry and 
h a lf com position, th ere are also som e 
sto ries w ritten by the pupils and il­ 
lu stra te d by them w hich a re thorough­ 
ly Original and interesting, as t lie story 
of the young hero, w here the first il­ 
lu stratio n rep resen ts him a child 
in 
arms,* and th e last show's his g rav e­ 
stone. 
A rithm etic is in terestin g because of 
the ingenious illu stratio n s w hich assist 
In u n d erstan d in g each problem . Bible 
h isto ry is tau g h t by p ictu re and es sa y . 
N a tu re work, one of th e new er b ran ch ­ 
es, is also m ost Interesting, and the In­ 
telligence tin* pupils show in the choice 
of su b ject and the descriptions, and the 
skill in copying flowers, a re alike re ­ 
m arkable. T here are m any

visitor, but w hich can n o t be m entioned
